Mr. Childeis, M. 1'., in Canada. 



Tho Right Hou. Mr. Childors, M. 
P., who was recently iu America, tbo 
other day £fivo his constituents, at 
Pontefruct, an account of his viBit, and 
what ho said of tho Unitod States was 
duly telegraphed to this side. People 
have wondered why ho did not speak 
of Canada, but, it now turns out tliut 
that he did mention the Dominion, 
and what ho said of it is thus report- 
ed :— 

Mr. Obi.ld.ers said of lato yeara tho 
eyes of England had boon much upon 
that great Northern Dominion called 
Canada, which, India excoptod, was 
undoubtedly in wealth and population 
tho first of what might strictly bo call- 
ed onr colonies, peopled by whito Eu- 
ropeans. Ho had the advantage of 
travelling through tho greater part of 
Canada, and, with the exception 
, ol Quebec, ho visited nil its more 
important cities. On all hands, 
whethor speaking to public men or to 
persona in private station, to rich or 
to poor, ho found at all times only one 
great sentiment, and that was tho sen- 
timent of loyalty and attachment to 
the mother country (cheers), coupled 
with tho hopo that Canada might 
flourish as the most important colony 
of this country. There ought to be 
no mistako about that; because from 
time to time impressions had got a- 
broad that tho loyalty af that greatDo- 
nriniori was only lip service — tuat tho 
lovo of England depondod upon pure- 
ly material considerations, and that wo 
ought to be preparad at any moment 
for a broak in tho connection between 
ourselves and Canada. Personally, he 
never had entertained that opinion; 
but if ho ever had, his views would 
have boon entirely altered by what he 
had seen thero last winter. (Cheers.) 
Tho Canadians were as much attached 
to tho Queen and as anxious for the 
Iniperiat connection ns any of us 
could be; and those who would say to 
the contrary" were entirely mistakou. 
It was also another mistake to say that 
Canada was overshadowed by the 
great empire of the United States closo 
to it. Ttie Dominion of Canada had 
advanced in wealth, and prosperity, 
and population, and in matters of 
self-govern meat, quite as much as the 
United Stutes of America. He did not 
moan that times might not come, as 
thoy did to ovary nation, when pros- 
perity had a check, as he was afraid 
even at the present time it was chock- 
ed. Indoed, it was not impossible 
that tho crisis which a year and a half 
ago camo over tho Unitod States 
might tind its way to Canada. Thero 
was a considerable probability of a 
certain amount of interference with 
ooimuercmi prosperity there; but, taken 
an a whole, viewing the great works whioh 
had bteu successfully undertaken in 
that country, looking ut the suooeHa of 
agriculture, and looking at the tho woalth 
and powers of solf-govornmont in that 
country, he thought wo might bo satisfied 
that wo had in Canada not only a 
thoroughly loyal but a thoroughly pro- 
sperous and well govorned country. 
(Cheers.) lint ho had been told — and 
he had hoard since ho camo home — .that 
tho Canadians, however vaunted thpir 
success and loyalty, ivero not such fine 
fellows as the man of the United States, 
and in tho long rivalry botwaou the two 
nations, the Canadians must go to tho wall, 
tje thought that also t. as a great mutate, 
jjs was not at this moment speaking of 
qii03tioi)s of warlVo— vof what might Imp- 
ben, TT tiny diffWenoa between ourselves 
and America wora to lead to a war in that 
oountry — but ai to the oharaotor of the 
people which ocourrod to him, watoning, 
as ho did, tLo different olussoa from the 
top to tho bjttoin of society. (Hour, 
Huur.) He saw their publio men, thono 
engaged in commerce, those of no oqou- 
pitiou. those engaged in tho humbler vo 
cations of life, and it seemed to him that 
tho Canadians boro to their American 
neighbors much tho same position that 
tho Scotch, bear to the English. (A 
laugh.) It seemed to him that our Cana- 
dian follow -subjects w'oul I be perfectly 
able to hold their own with tho United 
Statos, and to retain tuoir thoroughly na- 
tional characteristics. (Hoar, hear.) On 
that ground, therefore, aa well as many 
ptl}prs, wp might well bo proud of pnr 
pouRpctiou with thpm. 'Hear, here.)

each Congressional district in the 
United States, and tho samo number of 
representatives from each Parliament- 
ary district in tho British Provinces." 
The meeting is to ho held on the fourth 
of July, that is to say, if it takes place 
at all; seeing that, except through some 
of the American newspapers, tho pro- 
ject has never yet been heard of on this 
side of tho boundary lino. Certain it 
is that nobody in Canada whose opinion 
or influence was worth a straw would 
treat an invitation to such a conference 
with anything but ridicule; and we 
doubt if there are at the present . time 
in the United States a much larger 
number who would regard it at all 
seriously. Of course iu the States 
there are plenty of people who, fur the 
fun of tho thing or to gain a iittle no- 
toriety, would go through tho farco of 
organizing, speechifying, and affecting 
business, but, except as part of a fourth 
of July programme, the "movement" 
has no existence. Tho suggestion, 
however, has called forth tho following 
sensiblo remarks from tho Albany 
Times: — 

"Let ua look at the future of British 
America, which atretohes itself out be- 
fore us from tho standpoint of tho con- 
ditions of tho present. Iu productive 
nesa Canada compares well with conti- 
guous portions of tho United Statos. The 
value of the products of all kinds an- 
uuallv exported from Canada reaches 
879,351,028. The public revenue of ;tlio 
Dominion amounts to about S-4.0U6.000 
a year, and the expenditure to somewhat 
loss. Again it should bo considered that 
tho population of tho British. American 
confederacy is very rapidly increasing. 
In 1851 it amounted to l,3i'j,2t>5; iu 1801 
to 3,099,561; and in 1871 to 3,002,321. To 
those figures should bo added 150,000 
for tho population of Newfoundland, 
wnioh has not as yet entered tho Con- 
federation. Of lato years publio impro 
vomsnts have been made on u largo scale. 
The Dominion of Crtnuda has already a 
not-work of railway of a total length of 
4.500 miles, with between 3,000 and 4,- 
000 additional milos in process of con- 
struction. Soon a road is to bo construct- 
ed aoross tho Pacific. Thero are also in 
tho Dominion soma 4,000 post-of- 
fices, while tho Newfoundland fish- 
eries amount to over £5, U0U.U00 a 
year. To sum up, tho British Provinces 
in North America possess all tho condi- 
tions required for a strong and prosper- 
ous independent power, und their advan- 
tages are becoming every year greater. 
It is tho hight of egotism for us Ameri- 
cans, under theso circumstances and con- 
ditions, to believe that the (Jauudiaus 
desire or even would bo Willing to resign 
their prospects to become members o[ tho 
Union, and to share 'tho blessings' of our 
immense national debt. Jf tho annexa- 
tion scheme bo visionary now, as tho Do- 
minion incroaso iu strength, wealth, and 
ituportauce, it must become absolutely 
ahimerieal. Canadians should be aocord- 
od Borne amount of patriotism and nation- 
al pride by our annexation schemers." 

An English Archbishop on Moody 
and Sankoy. 

London, May 25.— Tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury, writing to a Peer, says: I 
have oonsultod with my Episcopal breth- 
ren concerning tho Moody movement. 
Although I do not speak in 'their name I 
may say that consultation has greatly 
strengthened my views on tho subject. It 
ia impossible not to tako tho deepest in- 
terest iu tho movement, whioh has been 
ao wonderfully successful in drawing the 
great massos of persons to hear tho simple 
addresses Jon gospel doctrines. Those 
clergymen who have held aloof, have not 
done so from lack of interest, but bo 
cause, although they rejoiced t.iii.t truth 
was being urged upon people's con 
sciences, circumstances attended the 
movements which they were unable 
consistently to approve of. I confess uiy 
original objections still remain. 1 can- 
not but fear that counsels j^ivon after 
meetings aro often erudo errors of doc- 
trine. It is also reported that the revi- 
valists ignore full Scriptural teaching 
with regard to repentance. I trust if 
thrse allegations prove true friendly re- 
monstrance will tho induce missionaries 
hereafter to avoid these obstacles to their 
Buocess. He concludes by quoting from 
Lake, 10th chapter, 50th verso, and sars: 
' I rejoice when Christ is pn ached, whe- 
ther rogularly or irregularly, and trust 
thnt tho clergy will endeavor to deepen 
tho salutary improssiun produced by the 
revivalists,"

Has human life grown so cheap in this 
Prorince of ours that tbo disappearance 
ofaseUlorina Eraser River District, 
under circumstances alike mysterious nud 
terrible, -will evoko not oven a passing 
notice from tho organs of tho "powers 
that be?" Is thora no maohinery now 
rusting for want of uso that can be set in 
motion; no overpaid and underwork- 
ed official eating tho brent? of idleness, 
whoso duty it is to so jealously guard the 
lives and property of citizons; no Attor- 
ney General to sot the sleuth hounds of 
tho law on tho scent of a bidden murder- 
er; no Superintendent of Provincial Po- 
1 ice to investigate the causes that lod to 
the disappearance ? No money left in 
the strong box with whioh to raise a huo- 
and-ory ? John Sieker, an old settler of 
Sumas District, has been missing for tho 
space of sixteen days. Tho horse which 
he rode from tho house of a neighbor on 
the afternoon of tho Kith May, was found 
next day iu his owner's pasture. The 
saddle and bridle wore found in a field 
through which the settler would havo to 
pass after pasturing the horse to reach 
hi* house. Spots of fresh blood were 
found on a rail fence whioh Sioker would 
have to climb to gain bis own lot. Pools 
of blood with fresh earth thrown upon 
thein and tracks of mors than one person 
■were discovered in several places in the 
aamo field. There is no constable at tho 
settlement; but tho neighbors dragged 
the river and searched the bushes, and 
offered a reward of 850 for the recovery 
of the body, which has not been recover- 
ed. The facts appeared iu all the news 
papers and were di"ly reported lo tho 
Government and the Superintendent of 
Police, but thus far no official attention 
has been given to the matter. So intent 
are Miuibtera over plots and conspiracies 
to deprive tho working classes and old 
residents of votes at tbo approaching 
election that tho Gazette appeared on Sa- 
turday without a reward being offered. 
They do not seem disposed even to sup- 
plement tho sain offered by tho kind- 
hearted neighbors of tbo missing man 
for the recovery of the body. The newly 
made Superintendent of Police enjoys 
the otiumcum dignitale of his position with 
refreshing serenity and suavity. It seems 
to bo no p.irt of hU duty to protect life 
and property Coloring a meerschaum is 
duty enough.

The Latest Washington Territory 
Murder. 



Tho Soattlo Intelligencer has tho fol- 
lowing particular of the lato murder on 
White Biver: A number of persons in- 
terested in tho litigation recently com- 
menced betweon certain Whito river far- 
mers and others engaged in logging on 
"Whita Biver, wero on tho day of tho fatal 
eyeut engaged in assisting tho County 
Snrvoyors in making a mirvoy of tho 
channels of the river and tho obstruct- 
ions thorein for the purpose of making a 
map to be uned in evidence at the next 
torm of the District Court. While thus 
assembled, John Lungston made Ucio of 
languago that irritated David Hughes 
who retorted by calling Langston a 

8 d liar. Tho latter then struck 

Hughos in the face, who thereupon drew 
a revolver and firod at Langston over the 
shoulder of Mr. Honry McCabe, who 
happened to bo standing near Hughas, 
and between hiin and Langalon. The 
latter as the pibtol was aimed at him 
stooped or attempted to dodge and ro- 
ceived the ball in his shoulder. At this 
jnnctnre, Gellnrson sprang in front of 
Hughos to prevent ^his shooting again 

' and canght him by both arms abovo the 
elbows, und while holding him thus 
Hughes shot Oollorson in the breast, the 
ball penetrating tho heart, and of course 
killing him instantly. On tho afternoon 
of tho same day, an inquest was he'd 
over the body by Bichard Jeffs, Justice 
of thePeaco, and a vordict was rendered 

' by tho Coronere's jnry in accordance with 
tho facts as above stated. David Hughes 
is a youth of about eighteen years of age, 
and ia a son of Dr. A. S. Hughes, Be- 
presnntative elect from this County to 
the next Territorial Legislature, who is 
believed by some to ba indirectly respon- 
sible for the atrocious crimo . of his son. 
Of course the latter was immediately 
apprehended by tho bystanders and 
taken before Justico Jeffs. An examina- 
tion was hold on Thursday, resulting in 
the prisoner being committed on a charge 
of murder to await tho action of tho next 
Grand Jury, and yesterday ho was brought 
to town and delivered iu'.o the custody ef 
Sheriff; Wyckoff. Though tho wound 
roceived by Mr. Langston ia quit* pain- 
fnl it is not in any wise dangerous. He 
also was arrested and vaken before Justice 
Jeffa. on a oharga of assault and battery, 
and upon waiving a preliminary oxumiua- 
tion was bound over to appear before 
tho next Grand Jury. Josiau Gellorson 
was a native of tho Htate of M:\ino, where 
he was engaged in tho logging business 
for a number of years. About eight 
years ago he removed to the Slate <<f 
Pennsylvania where he continued in the 
same business until 1873. when he re- 
moved to this Territory, since which 
time ho lias carried on tho loggiug busi- 
hobs on White Biver iu this county. He 
■was sixty two years of age, and leaves a 
wife, three sons and f our daughters. Two 
of whom, a son and an unmarried 
daughter, reside in this county. Mrs. 
Gollersou in supposed to be now on her 
way from the E:ist to join her husband 
and children here; but a bitter disap- 
pointment await* her, after crossing the 
eontinont to uioet the companion of her 
life, as she will find, instead of joy and 
happiness in such a meeting only mourn: 
ing and a continu ed sepa ration. 

International, Thaxupohtation. — Tho 
Bocroturv Of the Treasury directs that tho 
ports of Port Huron aud Detroit, Michi- 
gan, and Duluth, Minnesota, shall bo 
and the same aro dosign.ited as ports at 
which combined entries for tranBDorta- 
Hon and exportation rony be made of 
goods arriving at those oorts and destined 
for Victoria, Vanconver Island, via San 
Francisco, under the forms and condi- 
tions specified in chapter i of the customs 
regulations of 1872, with this modifloa 
tion, however, that in connection with 
Buch entries, such examination and ap- 
praisement, of all packages of Roods ship- 
ped shall be had as will insure accurate 
identification of their contents, and afford 
a proper basin for fixing penalties of 
transportation and oxport bonds. Theso 
precautions are deemed necessary on ac- 
count of the impracticability of trans- 
porting such goods from cither of the 
above ports of departure to San Francisco 
in sealed cars without removing tho seals 
and breaking the bulk. 

HnATTr,n Iruus. — Tho Intelligencer says: 
Tho Seattlo Coal Company yesterday 
brought to thoir wharf from tho mino 
two hundred and fifteen tons of coal, and 
for several weeks past havo averaged 
about two hundred tons per day. The 
Talbot Coal Company have tho 150 tons 
of their coal, ordered for tho Los Angel- 
es, all landed on Yeslor's wharf in roadi- 
ueas for that steamship. The Alart-a, 
which is awaiting her turn to load hero 
with coal at tho Seattlo Company's wharf, 
ia about tho largest vossol which has yet 
visited this port, and will tako down a 
cargo of 2,100 tons of coal.

Tho following letter has beon address- 
3 by Mr. Edward Jenkins,!!. P., A^ent- 
General for Canada, to tho London 
Times: — 

(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sir, — As the remarks which have ap- 
peared in the money article of several re- 
cent issues of tho Times have relations to 
the general interests of tho Canadian 
Government ami people far more wide 
than those therein directly adverted to, I 
must ask you in all fuirnoss to permit mo, 
as tho roproBBUtativo of Canada, to offer 
a few words iu remonstrance against tho 
tone and bearing of those remarks. I 
should have asked this opportunity nt an 
earlier date but that I havo been serious- 
ly indisposed. 

Aa my concern with tho subject is only 
in relation to its general bearings, I am 
sure that your courtesy will permit mo to 
withdraw it from the llnanoial corner of 
your newspapor into your other col- 
umns. 

The iumediato subject or onnse of tho 

animadversions which tho writer of the 
money article has mado upon Canada 
was, I beliovo, the vrospoJt of an ap- 
peal to the British public for funds on j 
behalf of tho railway to connect Montreal 
and Ottawa, whioti, aa it was alleged, 
would simply bo a fatuous rival of tho 
Grand Truuk Bailway. 

It is not my business, nor am I person- 
ally interested, to enter into that contro- 
versy; but I desire to point out to you 
that what has beon virtually laid down in 
the I'itnes. and reqniroB to bo either ex 
plioity defended or withdrawn, 10 in ef- 
fect this — that because tho Grand Trunk 
and Great Western Railways havo not 
paid and aro not paying anything liko 
proper interests or dividends on thoir im- 
mense capital, any other schemes which 
may he held or proved to compete with 
them, however superior thoir advantages, 
ought to bo discarded by British invest- 
ors. Aud I also understand that a sec- 
ond principle of a far more perilous and 
general character is insisted upon by 
you — viz., that it is an immoral thing for 
tho Government of the Dominion, or for 
any of tho Provincial Government to 
sanction or to aid any schemes which are 
likely to bo injurious to the interests of 
the Grand Truuk and Great Western 
Railways. 

If these principles are not to bo deduc- 
ed from the words of your money ar- 
ticle, I am iu serious errur, nnd I nhall 
bo very glad if it should turn out that I 
have placed a wrong interpretation upon 
them. In tho meantime, on behalf of tho 
Government and people of Canada, whose 
good faith, honor, and responsibility havo 
been deliberately uttaoked in your col- 
umns, I liave to ask the public to enquire 
for ilsolf on behalf of what enterprises, 
and on wh.it responsibility, they are ask- 
ed to visit Cumuli with this drastic pun- 
ishment, 

Tho injured tone adopted in your 
journal would justify ignorant persona in 
supposing that the people and Govern- 
ment of Canada bad concocted gigantio 
railway schemes which thoy had present- 
ed to tho British public, and that now 
indifferent to tho interests of those who 
had been half ruined by theso bchenios, 
they wero preparing to establish other 
enterprises which would throw them into 
the background! 

But. sir, I ask that the public will first 
inquire— Where tnoae vast sohomes.origi 
nated? Who built aud equipped these 
railways? Who were the contractors 
and engineers ? How muoh per mile did 
these railways cost ? And, at tho sitnio 
time, let the question be askod and an- 
swered; ilow much per inilo have rail- 
ways managed and financed in Canada, 
and now paying largo dividends, cost por 
mile, in comparison 1 Let the question 
also be asked, How muuh of all the vast 
sums of money expended on these enter- 
prises has reached and benefitted Cana- 
da, and how much lias remained in Eng- 
land ? And, again, how much from first 
to last has the Government of Canada it- 
self advanced and expended in tho efforts 
to make theso railways' property equally 
advantageous to Canadian anil English 
interests? When these questions have 
been answered, jf it should prove that 
the unfortunate shareholders., in whoso 
interests 1 havo no doubt that you tiro 
conscientiously writing, have loss to 
Complain of Canadian Governments and 
Canadian pcoplo than of other persons— 
to mo unknown— it will at least bo only 
just that the responsibility for tho mis- 
fortunes attending these schemes should 
rest upon tho proper persona. 

As regards tho uncalled for attack up- 
on the honour of the Canadian Govern- 
ment contained in this diroot charge pub- 
lished in your article of the 0th of April, 
I am obliged to give it an unqualified 
contradiction. You say, without refer- 
onco to locality and necessity, "No 
amount of argument can, wo should hope 
lead sensible pcoplo in this country to 
put mora money into railway projects in 
tho Canadian Dominion, for, not ouly is 



t iere no traffic fur such railways; but, 
supposing there were, their owners aro 
exposed to tho constant danger that a 
Dominion Parliament may grant a sub- 
sidy for a competitive railway to run half 
a mile off. In this way the Canada South 
em has been built to the ruin of tho pro- 
prietors of the Canada Gn at Western." 
With all respect, I am obliged' to say 
that this charge is na ridiculous as it is 
unfounded. Tho geography of tho Do- 
minion is open to any schoolboy, and 
though they run parallel and near each 
other, it would bo interesting to know 
at wbat point tho Canada Southern aud 
the great \\ estorn come within a rnilo of 
each other. In tho second placo, tho 
Canada Southern never received any 
subsidy from either Dominion or Pro- 
vincial Governments. 

In conclusion, 1 have but one question 
to ask. I appeal to you to know whether 
you aro prepared deliberately to insist 
thafall other enterprises in the Domin- 
ion of Canada developing, as it now is 
with unparalleled rapidity, aro to rest in 
abeyance, aro to be discountenanced by 
the people and Government of Canada; 
are not, however promising, to bo aided 
by the capitalists of England, until tho 
Grand Trunk and Great Western Bail- 
ways are paying interest on their bonds 
and dividends ou their capital ?

DELAYED oisPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Siotrx City, Iowa, May 28. — A Jour- 
nal oiitra this afternoon says on Inst 
Friday morning the soldiers under 
Cnpt. Walker entered a camp at Gor- 
don City, Nebraska, and burned 14 
wagons, rations, supplies, and arms, 
and destroyed everything belonging 
to tho Black Hills Transportation 
Company, except some baggage, which 
tliev loaded into tho six remaining 
wagons, and Htavted for Fort Randall, 
malunjv tho men go on foot, sumo of 
thon'i barefooted, their boots ami cloth- 
ing having beon destroyed. Tho 
mules gave out on tho way, and much 
of tho baggage was thrown out. Aftor 
the capture the officers ransacked tho 
camp, helping themsolvos to anything 
tbey could use, and then turned the 
soldiers looso at tho remainder without 
hindrance. 

Washington, May 27. — Rod Cloud 
n^d Spotted Tail both say to-night 
they will not hold any council with 
tho secretary to-morrow, but intend to 
hold a council among themselves, and 
tnlk over tho proposition by tho sec- 
retary of tho Interior. To-day thoy 



are somewhat confused, and say they 
don't understand what the cecretary 
means when he tells them government 
does not intend to foroo them to go, and 
thou says if they don't go the whito peo- 
ple will bo allowed to come into their 
country, and Congress will probably 
withhold appropriations from them. They 
think this looks liko forcing them. In 
conversation among themselves tbii af- 
ternoon, they all agreed never to go down 
into tho Indian Territory, and that if tho 
Government attempts to force them it 
will require all tho army. They think 
there is room enough for them in thoir 
own reservations and that thoy can get 
along without the Biaok Hills. 

Washington, May 27. — The surveying 
party sent out by tho government to" lo 
cato the line of tho proponed ship canal 
icrosB tho Isthmus of Panama, having 
completed ita work, has returned. The 
expedition was aubjeotod to numerous 
hardships aad dangers to health, but met 
with no loss of life among officers or 
moa. Tho early estimate of 500,000,000 
for the work is not sufficient. The Napipi 
Atrato route is the shortest, but will re- 
quire Z l / t miles tunneling. 

Washington, May 28 — To day Mon- 
signor Bouootti. ablegate, with his Heore- 
tary and others of tho Papal envoy, call- 
ed on tho President at the oxeontive 
mansion aud stated that the Holy Father 
instructed him to call on His Excellency 
and express his regard for tho nation and 
its honored chief. Tho President mado 
a brief roply reciprocating the kind ex- 
pressions of the Popo. Tho party after- 
wards called on the Secretary of State 
and othor members of tho Cabinet. 

Naw Yoiik, May 27. — Last night Honry 
Box, private watchman, shot nnd killed 
John C. MoKenna, a boy 14 yoars old, 
for teasing hiin. Bex was arrested. 

Europe- 

London, May 28.— The Lovont Herald 
says a serins of terrible earthquake|thooks 
occurred, beginning May 3d, in tho pro- 
vince of Bourousa, Asia Minor. Six 
hundred houses wore destroyed, 1G0 
lives loBt and 187 persons injured. Tho 
total number killed is unknown. 

A correspondent telegraphs that tho 
Carlists army at Mount Bico fired on tho 
Spanish squadron. The admiral com- 
manding was killed and four officers 
wounded".

Ciumf in ArsTniA.— Tho Vienna cor- 
respourient ot the London. "Stain bird" 
to that journal says:*- For years Vienna 
has not been tho scono of such a crimo 
as wits committed last Sunday. A 
Czech tailor, (almost all tho Vienna 
tailors aro Czedbs), who had fallen into 
pecuniary difficulties, owiiifv to tho 
dissipated life ho led, sent bis wife OMfc 
of the house, bolted the door, and 
while playing with his five children, 
tho youngest of whom is eight months 
old, enticed them into a dark room. 
There ho strangled them and hung 
ihem up on nails, and when all th'eie 
wero disposed of, the wretched man 
hanged himself. Tho unit on' which 
his eldest son hung fortunately gave 
way a littlo, so that his toes just touch- 
ed a little box, and this saved him, 
but tho othor children and tho father 
were all found de.id. Tho criminal 
had had twouty children .eight of wheni 
were by tho present wire, but only 
five were living, tho other fifteen being 
dead for some timo. Unfortunately, 
this is not tho only tragedy at present 
in Vienna. A high official in the Min- 
istry of War and the secretary of a 
railway company have shot themselves. 
The latter during the sitting of tho 
Board, when he saw that his defal- 
cations must be discovered. In PosLh 
the Director of the 'Credit Association' 
for officials of the State has poisoned 
himself after having entirely ruined 
the Society. Tho Directors of an in- 
surance company also iu Pesth, among 
them Baron Hirsthfeld, a Prussian, 
and Count Nicholas Betlilou, havo 
been imprisoned for numerous frauds. 
The Preuilent, Count Battbyany, „nd 
another Director, Count Sommariva, 
appear to be innocent of all partici- 
pation in this dishonesty, as their evi- 
dence was taken and thoy wero not 
imprisoned. That they should remain 
free merely bocauso they are magnates 
seoins too improbable to be beiieved. 
The Hungarian official gazette, tho 
"Koslenyi," publishes almost daily 
tho bankruptcy of one of the aristoc- 
racy, or a warrant against Bouie crimi- 
nal in high life.
